Court May Order Draft Lottery Run Again

District Judge Jam es Doyle, 
seeking more information on a 
legal challenge to the lottery, 
warned that “ it m ay become 
necessary to accept the conse­ 
quences’’—-that 
is, to order a 
new lottery drawing. 
But Doyle, hesitating to take 
such a serious step on limited 
evidence, refused last Wednes­ 
day to issue a tem porary res­ 
training order that would have 
barred 
the 
Selective 
Service 
System from drafting anyone by 


the Dec. 1 lottery list. 
At the sam e time, Doyle re­ 
fused a Justice Departm ent re­ 
quest to dismiss the challenge 
entirely. 
Under normal procedures, the 
federal government would have 
until late February to answer 
the suit against it, before the 
case could be brought to trial. 
By that time Selective Serv­ 
ice may have drafted around 
12,500 men by lottery for the 
Jan uary call, and m aybe anoth­ 
er 19,000 for February. 


Webster’s Third New Interna­ 
tional 
Unabridged

By the time Nixon ordered the 
draft last Nov. 26 be switched 
from an oldest-first method to 
“ a method of random selection” 
of choosing draftees, the idea 
had been kicking around so long 
that its meaning was apparently 
taken 'or granted. 
N xon ordered the director of 


Selective Service, Gen. Lewis B. 
Hmshey, to establish “ a ran­ 
dom selection sequence” ; Her- 
shev delegated the task to two 
of his aides: Navy ( apt. Wil­ 
liam S. Pascoe, public informa­ 
tion officer, and Col. Charles R. 
Fox, cMef of communications 
and records. 
“ No instructions (on how to 
conduct the random drawing) 
were given to me or Col. Fox by 
Gen. Hershey, or by the White 
House to the General,” Pascoe 
said in an interview. 


No experts were consulted on 
designing the method to be used 
in 
randomizing the draw, he 
said. 
As 
Pascow 
relates it, 
the 
method was discussed in a Se­ 
lective 
Service 
staff 
meeting 
which decided on the size of the 
slips which were to bear the 
dates drawn in the lottery, and 
the size and color of the cap­ 
sules to contain them; the slips 
and capsules had to be seen eas­ 
ily on television. 
The staff also decided to use a 


new jar for the capsules instead 
of the one used in World War II, 
and to cover its bottom with a 
soft cloth to reduce bouncing of 
the plastic capsules.

the watcn of John H. Adams, an 
editor of the magazine U. S. 
News and World Report. They 
started with Jan. 1 and proceed­ 
ed through the calendar to Dec.

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Without Congressional Okay

BANGKOK. Thailand (AP) — 


Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 


said Saturday President Nixon 


won t send U.S. combat troops 


to Asia unless there are excep­ 


tional circumstances. 
Agnew also praised Thailand,

“ self-reliant attitude” in fight­ 
ing insurgency at home while 
helping in South Vietnam. 


He dem onstrated within a 24- 
hour period the two sides of the 
Nixon doctrine. He pledged to

Chinng 
Kai-shek of 
Nationalist China that the Unit­ 
ed States will stand by its treaty 
obligations. He then struck the 
theme of Asian self-help on a r­ 
riving for a two-day visit in 
Bangkok.

Demos Hit GOP 
On Crime Issue 


WASHINGTON (A P)—The Democratic National 
Committee chairm an Saturday accused the Repub­ 
licans of »nartion in the a n titn m e field, and an­ 
nounced his party will have its own conference 
to weigh legislation on this politically explosive 
issue. 
In announcing a Democratic Action Conference 
on Crime, Sen. Fred R. Harris of Oklahoma said the 
Nixon administration plays “on the public’s fear of 
crim e in the streets, but they have failed to come 
lip with a comprehensive national effort against 
crim e.’’ 
Harris said the conference will involve national, 
state and local party leaders and will be held in 
Washington early this year, the exact dale to be 
announced later. 
Harris’ statem ent was the latest move on the 
po itica! front of the war against crime. Pending 
crim e bills are expected to get early attention alter 
Congress reconvenes Jan. 19 and both parties are 
maneuvering for custody of the vote-rich issue. 
“ Last year. President Nixon campaigned on a 
promise to reduce crime by getting a new attorney 
gen eral,” Harris said. “ Despite that emphasis on 
‘law and order’ in the 1968 campaign, the fact is 
th.it the rate of crim e in the United States has gone 
Up 11 per cent during the first year of President 
Nixon s term in office.’’ 
Republicans claim the President has taken the 
Initiative in this area and that it is the Democrat- 
„Controlled Congress that has dallied. A Demo< ratic 
¡research document to be used by candidates in 
coming campaigns, disputes the GOP, saying Nixon 
“ has garnered great publicity when issuing his m es­ 
sages, and then Conngress has had to wait months 
for the bill.”

dead battery, the hijacked B ra­ 
zilian airliner, e a r n in g 28 per- 
son^, 
including 7 crew m em ­ 
bers, cam e to P anam a tor a re­ 
fueling stop. 


But a faulty airport genera­ 
tor, used to start jet engines in 
an 
emergency, 
prevented 
for

hours their takeoff for the 
1,000-mile hop to Havana where 
the hijackers said thev wanted 
to leave two small children of a 
com rade they claim 
is jailed 
and being tortured in 
Brazil. 
The pilot was unable to get the 
two engines of the French-built 
Caravelle 
started—a 
develop­ 
ment similar to the one that 
kept the plane in Lima, P eru’s 
capital. 
The 
plane 
w a s 
hijacked 
around 6 p.m., EST., Thursday, 
after taking off for Rio de Janei­ 
ro, 
Brazil, 
from 
Montevideo, 
Uruguay. 
When the plane landed in P an­ 
am a, it had gone 3,500 miles in 
in about 36 hours. Before Lima, 
it had refueled in Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, and Antofagasta in 
Chile, 
The 
previous 
record 
for 
a 
lengthy hijacking was that of 
ex-Marine 
Raphael 
Mimchiello 
who hijacked a TWA jetliner in 
California on Oct. 31 and or­ 
dered it flown to Rome in Italy. 
That took nearly 24 hours with 
refueling stops in between. 
As in Lima, the passengers 
and crew in the hijacked plane 
of Brazil’s Cruzeiro do Sul air 
lino sweltered during the P an a­ 
m a stop. The tem perature out­ 
side was close to 90 degrees. 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP)

President 
Nixon completed 
all the m ajor decisions on his 
new budget Saturday and hinted 
he may have to ask Congress 
for more taxes. 
“ I’ll do the best I can.” Nixon 
said when asked if taxes would 
be sufficient to provide the bal­ 
anced budget that he has prom ­ 
ised. 
The chief executive got rid of 
all but minor budget details in a 
workng session at his desk at 
the Western White House with 
Budget 
Director 
Robert 
P. 
Mayo and 
presidential 
assist­ 
ants John Fhrlichm an and Ur. 
Henry A. Kissinger. 
Atterward he took off by heli­ 
copter for Los Angeles to see co­ 
median Bob Hope and play a 
round of golf at Lakeside ( oun- 
ty Club. The President wanted 
to talk with Hope about the lat- 
tor's Christm as time visit with a 
troupe of entertainers to Ameri­ 
can troops in Vietnam. 
Hope and his troupe put on a 
preview 
performance 
at 
the 
White House last Dee 14. 
And on the trip, officials said, 
Hope had encouraged service­ 
men who are getting out of uni­ 
form and going home to take 
advantage of educational oppor­ 
tunities available to them with 
government help Nixon wanted 
to talk about this. 
After arriving by helicopter at 
Hope's six-acre estate in North 
Hollywood and talking briefly 
with the comedian, Nixon said 
50.000 
applications 
for educa­ 
tional benefits under the G. 1. 
Bill had been filed since Hope’s 
trip. 
“ Really an enormous achieve­ 
m ent,” the President said. 
Hope 
added 
that 
another 
30.000 servicemen are expected 
to sign up. He said 10 educators 
had gone to South Vietnam to 
sign up servicemen for school­ 
ing after they are released from 
service and that the gesture had 
been great for the troops’ mo­ 
rale 
The President was wearing a 
neatly 
checked, 
subdued 
blue 
sports jacket and slacks while 


talking with newsmen about the 
budget. 
“ All the major decisions have 
been m ade,” he said. 


A reporter inquired whether 
he could w rap up the budget 
without seeking new tuxes. 
"T h a t’s a very pertinent ques­ 
tion,” the President answered. 
“ I’ll do the best I can.” 
But he said he would discuss 
this 
situation 
at 
some 
other 
time. 
The budget details were all 
but completed at what Nixon 
said was a very short meeting. 
But he w asn’t giving out any of 
them. 
“ All 
budget 
information 
is 
strictly top secret," he said. 
But it won’t be much longer. 
The budget for the 1971 fiscal 
year starting next July 1 is ex 
peeled to be around the $200 bil­ 
lion mark. It goes to Congress 
late in ja n u a ry —about a week 
liter the President delivers his 
State of the Union message on 
Jan. 22. 
There was a hit of other activ­ 
ity at the Western White House 
before Nixon went winging up 
the coast.

The Sunday Times s a i d Ni- 
cho!son’s contact at the Ameri­ 
can consul general’s office was 
political officer I.L. Smith, who 
left South Africa on extended 
leave after Nicholson’s arrest.

Nationwide Figure ‘Shocking’ 
Segregation in Schools

first-time government survey of 
racial isolation in the nanon’* 
public grade and high schools 
showed Saturday that by one 
m easure segregation is about as 
extensive in Northern slates as 
in Southern ones. 
According to a Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
compilation, 27 6 per cent of Ne­ 
gro pupils in 32 Nuithern and 
Western 
states 
attended 
pre 
dominantly white, desegregated 
schools 
in 
the 
1968 69 
schuol 
year. 
The 
figure 
in 
11 
Southern 


states is 18.4 per cent; the na­ 
tionwide one, 23.4 per cent. 
But by a second m easure—the 
percentage of Negroes attending 
all-black 
schools—the 
regions 
differ markedly. 
This statistic for the 32 North­ 
ern and Western states is 12.3 
i>er cent; for 11 Southern states, 
68 per cent; and for the live 
Deep South slates of Alabama, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi 
and 
South 
Carolina, 
81.9 per 
cent. 
HEW term ed the 23 4 per cent 
nationwide 
desegregation 
rate 
shockingly low. 
Leon E. P anetta, director of 


the HEW Office of Civil Rights, 
s.ud the survey affords “ a stark 
portrayal of ethnic isolation in 
schools." 
"W hether a child is isolated 
within his own or other minori­ 
ties, he is still likely to suffer 
educationally as a result of this 
segregation,” Panetta said in a 
statement. 
“ Although 
desegregation 
ra ­ 
tios have improved in certain 
former dual system states dur­ 
ing the current 1969 school year, 
these 1968 figures do present 
what can be considered the bas­ 
ic nationwide picture today,” he 
said. 


The survey covered all school 


systems with enrollments over 


3,000, plus a sampling of small­ 


er districts lor a total of 43 4 


million students. 


Racial isolation was found to 


be far less for Spanish-Ameri­ 


cans, Orientals and A merican 


Indians than for Negroes. 


Some 45.3 per cent of Sparu 


ish-sum amed student* were in 
predominantly “ Anglo schools, 
72.2 per cent of Orientals; and 
617 per cent of Indians. The In­ 
dian figure excludes students at 
tedcialiy adm inistered schools.

In 1963. the California C ancer Advisory Coun­ 
cil to the D irector of the C alifornia State D epart­ 
m ent of Public Health reported on a study of "the 
treatm ent cf cancer with th* Koch synthetic anti­ 
toxins,” concluding that the Koch treatm ent, in any 
cf its variations, had "no value in the diagnosis, 
treatm ent, alleviation or cure of can cer." !n 1963, 
the state board of health issued a regulation en­ 
forcing the council’s recom m endation, that all p a r­ 
ties prescribing, adm inistering, selling or otherw ise 
distributing the Koch m ethods "be ordered to cease 
and desist." 
The unproved cancer treatm ents and the clinics 
o ffer1 ng them are supported by several nonprofes- 
sicnal groups, nam ely the International Association 
of C ancer Victims and Friends (IACVF), which 
publishes C ancer News Journal, and the N ational 
H ealth Federation. 
Supporters of the cancer clinics, and most of 
their patients, claim that a sinister conspiracy w ith­ 
in U.S. m edicine fights against recognition of can­ 
cer “ cures.” 
They support this theory with claim s that cancer 
treatm ent and stirgerv represent a large percent­ 
age cf the A m erican physician’s practice which he 
could not afford to lose. 
Poppycock. The physicians would be m ore elated 
to h«''e a legitim ate "can cer cure" than anyone 
else. If all cancer w as cured, the physicians would 
s’ill have m ore patients than they could take care 
of.

We drive this wa> quite often and have no­ 
ticed that those beautiful and expensive trees lack 
w ater and are now alm ost all dead. It seem s a 
sham e that they spent all the monev thev did or: 
these trees and then forgot about taking care of 
them .

Im m ediately on receipt of your letter, Action 
Line personally checked out the trees. They had 
obviously been w atered that day and looked very 
healthy for transplanted 
palm s, which 
norm ally 
dry up a bit after being transplanted. 
Ac’ion Line has checked the palm s periodically 
over a four-month period since receiving your let­ 
ter to confirm that they w ere being w atered regu­ 
larly. 
On Dec. 31, we first spoke to Harold G reek, 
parks superintendent, about the trees, He said the 
trees are w atered weekly from a w ater truck. 
He said the Fortune palm s w eie transplanted from 
the city’s growing ground on Val Vista in G anesha 
Park, and went into shock. He said two or three 
died. 
An additional hazard w as the soil in the p ark ­ 
way on 
South G arey. It has been sterilized 
for 
weed abatem ent for several years, but park crew s 
dug unusually large holes and replaced the soil im ­ 
m ediately about the transplanted palm s. "1 think 
they're going to m ake it,” G reek saui of the trees, 
which w ere moved to enhance the southern en- 
entrance to Pomona.

That Old Devil 
Flu is Back 
Bank before the world supposedly became one big 
neighborhood, it used to be said of man’s parochial in­ 
terests ths1 a local drowning was front-page news while 
a million flood or famine deaths isi far-oU Asia might 
rate a paragraph on an inside page, if t hat. 
Things mav not really have changed much. We ap- 
parrnth still have difficulty keeping our disasters in 
scale. A highway accident or plane crash can still or a 
headline affair while a mass threat to health and lilt* 
goes almost unnoticed. 
Such, at least until recent days, was the case with 
flu. abroad in the world again and showing signs ol 
making this one cf its more devastating visits. Europe 
currenth is heavily hit with millions bedded and the 
death toll mounting. Italy alone already reports some 
5.000 dead, out of 15 million ill. Yugoslavia estimates 
four million ill and hundreds dead. In Germany, 
B ritain, Scandinavia, hospitals and pharmacies lam 
been hard-pressed to deal with the neai epidi mi< . 
And, as if to demonstrate that there is no place to 
hide once it really gets started, the flu eailu i swept 
across New Guinea, about as away from it all as it s 
possible to get in today’s world neighborhood, and re­ 
portedly left housands of tribesmen dead in the primi­ 
tive island’s interior. 
Flu, or influenza properly, is actually a large fam- 
iily of viruses with previously unknown members turn­ 
ing up regularly. The current bug is an old acquaint­ 
ance, however — the Hong Kong strain ol the Asian flu 
that first appeared back in the epidemic year ol 1057 
and was so named because it apparently originated in 
mainland China. When the Hong Kong variety cropped 
up a few' years ago, the designation drew strenuous 
objections from the image-conscious British outpost, 
concerned for its good name. 
It has been, as a matter of fact, traditional to 
name flu after a country — some1 other country. In past 
centuries, the Russians have called flu Chinese catarrh; 
to the Germans it has been the Russian pest; 
the 
Italians knew it as the German disease, and 
the 
French have called it, along with “ la grippe,’ Italian 
fever. And before the Oriental varieties took over, we 
the Spanish flu. (No name callers the Spanish, 
settle for catarrh.) 
The Italians probably are responsible for the cover­ 
all name “ influenza,“ the result of a 17th-century be­ 
lief that the affliction was the evil influence of certain 
planets. 
. 
The disease has l>een known and epidemics nave 
been rej>orted for more than 2,000 years. It first hi 
American about the middle of the 16th century. T h ° 
worst outbreak on record is still the great epidemic of 
191K-19. which claimed more than 20 million lives world­ 
wide. more than a half-million in the United States. 
Flu often is regarded as the brutal granddaddv of 
the common cold and is sim ilar in symptoms and its 
defiance of euro and prevention. Present scrums are 
proof against only one or a few specific strains, uncer­ 
tain protection at t>est since there are so many and 
new ones are constantly showing up. 
Under the dismal circumstances, it’s probably best 
that we continue to look the other way .

Action Speaks 
Louder Than Words 
recent 
Pollution of man’s environment has in 
months become a major topic of national debate Hope- 
fully, this concern will not prove to be the kind of 
ephemeral fad to which modern nations seem peculiar­ 
ly- disposed. The problem of pollution will be resolved 
only through patiedt and steady' effort and by- the lull 
cooperation of everyone concerned. Pollution is a na­ 
tional problem, not the exclusive problem of particular 
individuals or groups. Involved in the pollution ques­ 
tion are national values, science and technology, jxil - 
tics, industry, economic preferences of consumers and 
geography. 
That numerous factors contribute to the pollution 
problem has not prevented critics of private industiy 
from exploiting present emotion on the subject. They 
have latched onto the issue lor the purpose of discredit­ 
ing industry as a whole. Their Holy NAar is premised on 
the untenable notion that businessmen alone have creat­ 
ed the ¡»ollution problem. It is a narrow v ision which 
sees private enterprise as a scapegoat. 
The magnitude of the environment ¡xdlution prob­ 
lem can la* grasped by considering the sheer impact 
of the numbers of people and the unavoidable pollution 
that they create. Some 2(Hi million tons of garbage are 
generated in private homes every year — one ton per 
person. Waste presently discharged into bodies of wa­ 
ter exceeds five million tons a year. Columnist Ralph 
de Toledano states the problem succinctly: “ . . . every 
American contributes his mite even as he drives down 
to the comer drugstore to buy medication for tin* ills 
of pollution.” 
Yes. there is a pollution problem. But, to indict 
private industry as the culprit is to grossly misstate 
the issue. Indications uro that industry is doing some­

The companies, in turn, use 
their political muscle to keep 
out the sort of public port 
authority that most seaports 
have. Bv their stranglehold

keep out competitors and rule 
the city as a kind of corpor­ 
ate fiefdom. 
What this means is that the 
taxpayers of I he 50 states 
keep the channel clear for 
the Santa Le, Mixxouri-Pacific 
and

railroads, 
plus 
I n i o n Carbide, Monsanto, 
American Oil and a lew other 
giants. 
The strange deal goes back 
to 1940. but got worse after 
1 exas City was blown to piec­ 
es bv an explosion in 1947. 
After that, the big dry cargo 
docks were not replaced and 
1 exas City now must make do 
with the private oil and chem­ 
ical docks. 
When the ordinary citizens 
of the town try to fight this 
system, they have been faced 
with 
u city council where 
two of lour members work or 
have worked for the big cor­ 
porations. 
Blessedly, this throttling of 
free enterprise with the active 


cooperation of the U.S. govern­ 
ment is unique on American 
seacoasts. 


Dredging U.S. Treasury 


Congress pays for the dredg­ 
ing out of the public's money. 
Yet Congress itself has said 
in its Rivers and Harbors Act, 
referring to seaports, that “ at 
leaM 
one public 
terminal 
should exist, constructed, own­ 
ed and regulated bv the muni­ 
cipality or other public agen­ 
cy.” 
The bizarre Texas City situ­

judge, Ray Holbrook. 
Holbrook and the four coun­

new industry. 
But the baronial Texas City 
industries, which control the 
private d o c k s , put on the 
screws. Masterminded by one 
of Texas’s most able corpor­ 
ate lawyers, Griffith Lambdin, 
the industry campaign was 
able to defeat the measure. 
Lambdin, who represents the 
three 
railroads’ Texas City 
Terminal Railroad, Inc., pooh- 
poohs the idea that there is 
anything wrong with the tax­ 
payer picking up the bill for 
his clients. 
R e a c h e d in Galveston, 
Uambdin said; “ It does hap­ 
pen that the docks in Texas 
City are owned 
by 
private 
enterprise. 
But 
they 
are 
available to all comers.” 
He claimed a public dock 
would waste $10 million. As 
for the Federal government’s 
$8 million, he said this was 
“ entirely justified.”

So I dragged a chunk of 
ground be f out of the freezer 
— about a pound or m ivbe a 
little more — put it in my 
skillet with the lid on. set the 
heat on 
low. 
That way u 
thaws 
and 
cooks 
gr »dually 
without sticking or too much 
fast browning and I can pour 
off am excess fat as 1 go. 
Then I added some chopped 
onion and a small can of to­ 
mato paste ami a little water. 
(It has to be paste, noi sauce 
or soup, or it will be too 
runny for pepper stuffing.) 
1 really handn’t made up 
my mind, till then, what other 
seasonings I would use. I sel 
dom do a dish exactly the 
same way twice in a row. My 
eye lit on a package (about 
one ounce) of dry spaghetti 
sauce seasoning in th<* cup 
board — it struck me that 
should work fine. In it went. 
When the mixture had sim­ 
mered down to a good t hick - 
nevs, I cut the peppers tn 
half 
lengthwise, 
simmered 
them in water to cover for 
iust five minutes 
(This <v is 
ttmm soft enough to cut wi'h 
a fork but still hold their 
shaoe nicely and not be loppy 
to ihe taste.) Lined them up 
in a shallow baking pan just 
big enough to h o l d them 
steady. 
Filled them with the 
hamburger goo. sliced some 
yellow cheese over the tops 
stuck them under the broiler 
just till the cheese melted.

Dear Mrs. D.: P a r e n t ^ 
sometimes become unneces­ 
sarily preoccupied with keep­ 
ing supposedly bad influences 
away 
from 
their 
children. 
They underestimate the cen­ 
tral importance of their own 
attitudes and behavior in re­ 
gard to sex 
in influencing 
their child’s development. 
Psychiatrist Stuart Finch of 
the 
University of Michigan 
felt that there is little if any 
evidence to indicate that look­ 
ing at a girlie magazine ever 
did harm to an emotionally 
normal child. While the child 
may be highly curious at first, 
he soon finds out that such 
magazines are not that excit­ 
ing to him and returns to his 
usual activities. 
Preadolescent children are 
not devoid of sexual impulses 
by any means but it is a mis­ 


take to equate the response 
of a 7-year-old boy to the pic­ 
ture of a nude woman to the 
response of a sexually mature 
male to the same thing. 


However, in some cases the 
experience might he upsetting 
for a child. Dr. Finch suggest­ 
ed that if the child lives in 
a rigid, sexually repressive 
family, the discovery of a 
cache of lurid sex magazines 
might be disturbing since the 
Image the parents have con- 
vcvcd is contradicted bv the 
evidence of secret predilcc- 
tions. 
Moreover, 
since 
the 
child may feel inhibited about 
bringing the matter up with 
his parents, his anxieties and 
confusion might become ex­ 
aggerated. 
On the other hand, to have 
such erotic literature blatant­ 
ly scattered around thr house 
might be unhealth' if only be 
cause it makes sex a preoc­ 
cupation and gives the child 
a distorted idea of other peo­ 
ple’s attitudes towards sex. 
But again what is more im­ 
portant than the magazines is 
your husband's and your atti­ 
tudes toward sex.

The women of Finland, sec­ 


ond only to those of New 
Zealand to win the right to 


vote back in 1906, have made 


greater strides than American 
career women in comparative 
economic and professional at­ 
tainments. They make up al­ 
most 60 per cent of Finland’s 
labor force and 50 per cent of 
the enrollment in c o l l e g e s and 
universities. 
T h e y 
h a v e 
a c h i e v e d equal s t a t u s 
with men in all professional 
fields. 


At present, they account for 
17 per cent of the members of 
Parliament, more than 75 per 
cent of the 
dentists in t h e 
country, 23 per cent of th e 
doctor- and 50 per cent of the 
druggists. They have invaded 
the legal profession, science, 
politics and industry. In the 
trades, most barbers are fe­ 
male and more than half of 
the bartenders are of the fair 
sex! 
Married women, in the cap­ 
ital

work, and 50 per cent of them 
do. bring home, however, only 
60 per cent of the salaries 
their husbands earn.

NE e v e n in g , Judy Carne and 
her boy friend, photographer 
Dean Goodhill, were having din­ 
ner in a Los Angeles restaurant. 
Another patron, who recognized her as 
the “sock-it-to-me” girl on tv’s “l^ugh- 
ln.” nudged his friend and said, “Now 
/71 sock it to her!” Without warning, he 
walked over to Judy and dumped a fist­ 
ful of bread crumbs over her head. 
“I was very nice about it because I hate 
scenes,” Judy told me later, “but the next 
guy who tries to sock it to me is going 
to get it!

“In those childhood days, my life was 
90-percent theater and 10-percent school,” 
recalls Judy, who feels that in the long 
run it ill-prepared her to face life. “The 
show'-biz training w'as fab. but it was like 
you’ve been exactly nowhere. You can sing, 
act, do 20 dialects—but you can’t under­ 
stand words people say. You miss the nec­ 
essities of an education, and you have no 
tools to deal with everyday life.” 
W hile »he, at 30, is probably one of 
the most versatile of actresses, she is also 
one of the few- who is thoroughly identified 
with the Now Generation.

The deflated nylon 
bag crumbles into a colorful heap away 
from the basket, but it can be readied 
for another flight simply by blowing 
it up again. 
The rise in ballooning interest came 
quickly, notes the F A.A. Recently there 
were more than 125 hot-air balloons 
registered, a marked increase from the 
75 registered just four years ago. 
One whole family from Albany, 
N.Y., for example, got involved in bal­ 
looning, and all went to school to learn 
its fine arts. After a two-month course, 
Gilbert Lewis bought a balloon for 
$5,000 and he. his wife, and two daugh­ 
ters, go up. up. and away on weekends. 
Balloonists have banded together in 
clubs and hold rallies and races as do 
auto enthusiasts. Reno, Nev., is a hot­ 
bed for balloon competitions, for in­ 
stance. with the sportsmen trying for 
records in distance and in accuracy of 
pinpoint landings. 
There’s no doubt about the fact that 
balloons have come a long way in both 
design and interest since 1782, when 
two brothers noticed in their Paris kitch­ 
en that a paper bag ascended in the 
hot air over their stove. They adapted 
the idea to soar with the clouds. And 
now—belatedly but enthusiastically— 
so are hundreds of Americans. ♦

FORECAST FOR THE 1970s 
Women Will Challenge Men

1XTY years ago Alice Ram­ 
sey chugged her way 
cross-country in a 1909 Max­ 
well to become the first wo­ 
man to drive from New \ ork 
to California—3,800 miles in 
41 days. 
Today there is studied speculation 
that another American woman, as 
vet unknown, will make the cross­ 
space trip and become the first wom­ 
an to travel from earth to the moon 
—250.000 miles in three days. 
How close is the American wom­ 
an’s entry a* an astronaut into the 
U.S. space program? Judging by her 
entry last year into traditionally male 
professions, not too far away. 
In 1969 the American woman made 
her greatest peacetime surge into 
•heretofore unattainable segments of 
American professions. Business, 
sports, education, labor unions, trans­ 
portation, and government experi­ 
enced the entrance of women into 
conventionally male strongholds once 
thought as inacessible as landing on 
the moon used to be. 
Breaking a 212-year, all-male tra ­ 
dition, attractive and business-ori­ 
ented Carol Jan Ovitz became the 
first woman trader cm the floor of 
the Chicago Board of Trade, the 
world’s largest commodity exchange. 


The largest union local in the Up­ 
per Midwest (over 12,000 membersï 
selected Mrs. Peg Miezwa as their 
business agent. 
Mrs. Helen D. Bentley, who was a 
knowledgeable Baltimore maritime 
reporter, w*as. named the first female 
Federal Maritime Commissioner and 
thus the first woman ever appointed 
chairman of a Federal regulatory 
commission. 
A Texas airline. Air East, has our 
nation’s first female commercial co­ 
pilot. pretty Jo Claire Welch. A for­ 
mer flight instructor (and elemen­ 
ta r y -school teacher). Miss Welch has 
only one more rating to gain before 
qualifying as a commercial captain. 
(A major airline is now involved in 
litigation, charged with discrimina­ 
tion by a female pilot who was re­ 
fused a job.* 
Early this year the sports world 
was visibly shaken by the possibility 
of a professional female jockey. Big- 
time racing had always l>een strictly 
a man’s preserve. The possibility be­ 
came a reality when Delaware s new 
Dover Downs scheduled the world’s 
first fully mixed professional race. 
Now half-a-dozen female jockeys are 
grabbing for rail positions against 
their male counterparts. 
Diane Crump, 20, the first woman 
jockey to race at Hialeah, whipped 
home a winner her sixth time. Tues-

dee Testa, 27, w?on at Santa Anita 
in her second race. And Rarbara Jo 
Rubin, 19, rode two winners on the 
same day and won at Aqueduct on 
an untried 13-1 shot. 
Hardly had the ladies risen above 
the jockeys’ “boycott of the broads" 
movement when virile sportsmen re­ 
ceived the news that Mrs. Berr.ie 
Gera had entered baseball's all-male 
world as a professional umpire. 
Syndicated sports columnist Elinor 
Kaine showed up in the Yale press 
box—along with 365 male writers 
and sportscasters—to view the New 
York Jets and the New York Giants, 
and thereby opened the professional 
press box to w’omen. 
And tha football field itself was 
secretly, if unofficially, sexually in­ 
tegrated this fall during the first 
intercollegiate football game ever 
played between the boys at newly co­ 
educational Vassar and Sarah Law­ 
rence schools. Diminutive Debbie Dev 
of Sarah Lawrence, with carefully 
padded jersey and hidden tresses got 
through the pregame meeting with 
the referees, waited on the bench, and 
substituted as a flanker, thereby in­ 
tegrating the all-boy team^and the 
he-man sport. 
The echo of falling tradition car­ 
ried into the hallowed halls of the 
University of Pennsylvania as the 
84-vear-old male monopoly of the 
journalism field fell to Judith Teller. 
20. the first coed editor-in-chief of 
the university’s Daily Pennsylvanian.

Ballooning—Thrills 


propane burners suck up air, heat it. and 
send it into nylon balloon. 10-fect tnde. 


T 


h e r e a r e 250 licensed balloon­ 
ists in this country at last 
count, which hardly makes bal­ 
looning a “booming” sport. But 
just wait, say the balloonists— 
this is the sport that's going to 
lift America off its feet. 
Darrell Sonnicksen of Menlo Park. Calif., 
for example, drifts over the spectacular 
scenery of the San Francisco Hay area. 
He points out freighters plying the exotic 
routes to the F a r East, the graceful span 
of the Golden Gate Bridge, the lovely land­ 
scapes. the crowded suburbs. There is no 
jet roar; no sense of fearful speed: in­ 
stead, a feeling of euphoria— a freedom of 


spirit and body. 
"A n d you w ondnr why we think bal­ 
looning is going to be a big sport? 
Darrell asks rhetorically. ‘ You are as free 
as a bird up here. You go where the 
winds blow, with the clouds." 
Sonnicksen claims flying a balloon is 
easier than driving a car. " I t ’s merely a 
matter of regulating the propane burners 
that suck up the air, heat it, and send it 
into the bag. which then rises due to the 
colder air surrounding it. To ascend or 
descend, you merely turn the valve up or 


turn it down.” 
Sonnicksen is just one of a growing 
number of weekend flyers who is bent 
on reviving the 18? -year-old sport. And 
although most “ balloonatics," as they w ryly 
refer to themselves, live in Southern Gali- 
fom ia, there are enthusiasts all over the 
country. Balloon clubs have sprung up in 
Akron. Ohio; Houston. Texas; and Swarth- 


This centuries-old 


more. Pa. In Tolland, Conn., there's even 
a school to teach students the fine tech­ 


niques of piloting balloons. 
For sport, balloons filled with hot air 
have replaced the old. more expensive ones 
filled with such gases as hydrogen. Heated 
by propane-gas burners, the nylon balloons 
and gondolas range in price from $3.500 
to $11,000. Flyers justify the crafts’ high 
cost with the fact that they are relatively 
cheap to operate. One pilot of a three- 
passenger balloon says he gets an hour of 
flving time for approximately 30 cents 
worth of gas. And in the tradition of fun- 
loving sportsmen, the balloonists choose 
gaily decorated bags, some with murals 


painted on the sides. 
G etting w ind o f a trend in sport bal­ 
looning, the Federal Aviation Agency set 
new standards for licenses last year. The 
rigid rules compel an applicant to make 
10 ascents, one of which must be to an 
altitude of 10.000 feet, and they must pass 
a test on meteorology and navigation. 
Perfect weather for ballooning requires 
little wind. If the wind is over 12 miles 
an hour, it is impossible to inflate the bal­ 
loon. Once aboard in the wicker basket 
under a hot-air balloon, the navigator turns 
on a gas burner for about 10 seconds. The 
32.000 cubic-foot-round balloon quickly in­ 
flates and pops into the air. The craft is 
guided up and down by turning the burner 


on and off accordingly. 
The direction the balloon goes, of course, 
depends on shifts of wind. One danger 
balloonists must avert is flying near power 
lines or towering tv antennas. They follow 
the good rule. “ Never fly over any teriain 
you wouldn’t want to land in. 
Landing a balloon takes skill, experi­ 
ence. and the judgment of a professional 
pilot. The burner is turned off. and the 
balloon drops quickly but smoothly. Ap­ 
proximately 20 feet from the ground, the
